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DRIVING TOUR ITINERARY 


1. Utah State Capitol and Council 
Hall. The State Capitol, a large granite ( 
and marble structure built in pure 
Corinthian style, is the most 
prominently situated building in Salt 
Lake Valley. Located at the north end 
of State Street, on the foothills 
overlooking the valley, it is recognized 
widely as one of the most attractive 
state capitols in the nation. Besides 
legislative chambers and offices, the 
capitol also contains a large number of G 

fine paintings, murals, and exhibits of Utah's resources. Among the mair 
attractions is the magnificent main hall and rotunda, finished in gray 
Georgia marble. The capitol is open to the public from 9:00 a.m. to 5:00 
p.m. weekdays. Council Hall, directly across the street, south of the 
Capitol Building offers historical relics and complete visitor information. 








2. Pioneer Museum. Located at the 
north end of Main Street, west of the 
State Capitol. Designed as a replica of 
the famous old Salt Lake Theatre, the 
museum contains many interesting 
exhibits of pioneer furniture, clothing, 
handicraft, utensils, pictures, and other 
items. Visiting hours are 9:00 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m. weekdays, 1:00 p.m. to 5:00 
p.m. Sundays. No charge for admission. 







3. Temple Square. Occupying an entire 
city block, Temple Square is the 
symbolic center of Mormonism. It SD S—— 
contains the imposing granite Temple, 
the domed Tabernacle with the famed #—-. 
great organ, assembly hall, seagull 
monument, a museum and a new 
Visitors Center. The world famous 
Mormon Tabernacle Choir broadcasts L 
each Sunday from the Tabernacle. TAG daa i 
Temple Square is open daily to the — ae ois 
public between 6:00 a.m. and 11:00 p.m. summer and 8:00 a.m. to 10:00 
p.m. winter, with regularly scheduled tours conducted free of charge. 
Organ recitals are given in the Tabernacle at 12 noon each weekday 
and at 4:00 p.m. Thursdays. During the summer, organ recitals are hel 
at 12 noon and 7:30 p.m. daily except Sunday and Thursday. Visitors 
are also welcome to the choir broadcast each Sunday at 8:30 a.m. in tt 
summer and 9:30 a.m. in the winter. Choir rehearsals can be attended 
7:30 p.m. Thursdays. No admission is charged for any of the functions. 





4. Utah State Historical Society. 
An extremely complete 
collection of information and 
museum items covering Utah's 
early history. The building itself 
was the mansion home of the 
Kearns family, one of the 
prominent mining families in 
Salt Lake during the late 19th 
century. 









5. University of Utah. The 
largest state-supported school in 
Utah. Campus features include 
Utah Museum of Natural History— — 
hours 9:30 a.m. to 5:30,p.m. 
weekdays and Sundays. 
Admission $1.00 adults, 50¢ 
tect Sports and Special 
Events Center, seating about 
15,000 spectators. Sa/t Lake Art

6. Fort Douglas. Originally 
Camp Douglas, Fort Douglas 
was founded by U.S. Army 
Colonel Patrick E. Conner in 
1862. The reservation features 
some extremely fine examples 
of Victorian architecture in 
Utah’s native sandstone, now 
being used as officer's quarters. & 
The fort cemetery, over 100 
years old, features monuments 
to Colonel Conner, his 
California-Nevada volunteers 
and to 21 World War | German 
prisoners who died there during 
the conflict. 








7. This is the Place Monument. 
Located in the Pioneer State Park nea 
the mouth of Emigration Canyon. It 
was established to commemorate the 
arrival of the first Mormon pioneers in 
July of 1847. ‘This is The Place” 
Monument is a huge granite and 
bronze structure completed in 1947, 
Salt Lake City's centennial year. The 
monument was designed by Mahonri 
Young, a grandson of Brigham Young. 
It is surmounted by three towering 
figures, the central figure representing 
- Brigham Young. The Information 
ire per .e» Genter is open during the summer 
Sri Pe Oe months. 








8. Hogle Zoo. Located at the mouth of 
Emigration Canyon, contains a large 
and varied collection of birds and 
animals in a lovely natural setting 
featuring giraffes, seals, sea lions, 24 
different varieties of cats, Polar and 
Kodiak bears and many more. Of 
special interest is the new great ape 
house that contains several varieties of 
apes, including a pair of African 
gorillas. A miniature children’s train -& 
ride, food concession and picnic area = 
make it a delightful place to visit. Wi 
Hours: 9:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. winter; 

9:30 a.m. to sundown summer. 

Admission: $1.00 adults, 25¢ for children 6 to14 years of age. 
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9. Liberty Park, Tracy Aviary, 
Chase Mill. Cool relaxation and 
family recreation. The Park offers 
river boat rides and an amusement 
park. The Tracy Aviary features 
over 150 different varities of birds. 
The Chase Mill is one of the oldest 
buildings in Utah—a log cabin 
dating from 1852. 





10. International Peace Gardens. 
The peace gardens offer floral 
architecture and displays 
representative of countries 
throughout Europe, Asia, 

North and South America. 

Open May through September.

Pioneer Village is an 
authentically recreated 
frontier town—complete with 
a buffalo herd. You'll find it 
at 2998 South 2150 East in 
Salt Lake. 


The Salt Lake City & County 
Building is located in the 
center of Washington 
Square. It's a fascinating 
Romanesque sandstone 
building completed in 1894. 


The Kennecott open-pit 
copper mine is the largest 
man-made excavation in 
the world—two miles across 
and twice as deep as the 
Empire State Building. 


Don't miss the Salt Palace— 
Salt Lake's new 17 million 
dollar sports and convention 
complex. 


The Cathedral of the 
Madeleine—built in 1900 in 
the Roman Gothic style, 
features an extremely 
beautiful series of German 
stained glass windows. 





Salt Lake has 6 canyons 
stretching right down to the 
city limits. . .great for 
picnicking, hiking, fishing, 
hunting and skiing. 


Hansen Planetarium. The 
planets and stars are 
projected on the Planetarium's 
domed ceiling. Check with 
planetarium for'dates and 
times of shows. 





The cornerstone of St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Cathedral 
was laid in 1870. It’s a fine 
example of the cruciform 
Gothic architectural style. 


Golf. Come to Salt Lake and

125 miles west of Salt Lake 
is the Bonneville Salt Flats— 
site of the world’s land speed 
record and the annual 
Bonneville Speed Week. 


Pioneer Park is the site 
where the Mormon settlers 
built their first fort and living 
quarters. Foundations were 
laid in August 1847, one 
month after they arrived.
